FREDERICK A. BEI3ERD0RF, 8603 llidv;ay Road, r.sdical 
studanL, Southeastern Medical School, University of Tc::as , 
at Dallas, Texas, was contacted at the Southwestern Medical 
School and inraediately advised of the official identities 
of the interviewias agents , the fact that he did not have ; 

to nalce a sta tenant and that any statement he did make could 
be used against him in a court of law. He was further advised u 
of his right to consult an attorney prior to interview. He 
furnished the following information: 
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EEIBERDCRF stated he reported for duty as the First 
Aid attendant in the basement of the Police and Courts 
Building at appro::imately 9:30 a.m. , November 24, 1963. 

He stated he relieved a BILL MALL, former classmate, who 
had been on duty since noon of the previous day. Ha advised ha 
reported to the First Aid Office in the basement xdnich is located 
ir..aediately to the east of the Main Street ramp of the basement 
against the east wall of the building. He advised he remained 
there until about 9:45 a.m, \jhen a polico officer requested 
him. to vacate the office and to leave the basement area. He 
stated he than tool: up his position in the basement at the 
intersection of the hallway underneath the City Hall. He 
advised tliat from this posi’"’* he had an unobstructed view 
of the basement parking area ana chat he did not notice if 
there were any doors betv;een him and the basement area. 

BEIDERhORvF stated he v/as at this position when he saw C3113LD 
being brought into the basement area accompanied by several 
datcctivcs, and then he thought he heard a gunshot and immediately 
proceeded' into the basement area. He stated this took him 
several minutes due to the confusion and by the time he 
reached the general vicinity of the location where CSVJALD 
had been shot, he found that OSWALD and RUBY had already beer, 
removed frc.a the scene. He staced he searched the immediate 
area for several minutes before proceeding into the jail 
lobby adjacent to the parking area xi/here he xvas asked to 
identify himself by a detective at the door. He stated he 
then immediately saw RUBY lying face up in the jail office 
lobby approximately ten feet inside the jail lobby door.

Ke noted that 
someone had pulled OSWALD’S ?hJa:t up to his chest and he could 
sec a puncture wound on the left side of OSWALD'S stcmach 
just below the rib cage but that no external bleeding v;as 
evident. He stated he could feel the bullet in OSWALD by 
pressing v;ich h.ts fingers between OSWALD'S ribs cn his right side 
He stated be may have m-issed hearing CSV/ALD’s heartbeat 
due to the poise in the jail lobby at the tiroe. Ke stated 
he coimenced massaging the sternuii of OSWALD in an effort 
to stai'c & hoartbeac and that while, del:" this, several 
attendants from en ambulance unit arrived, placed 0SV7ALD 
cn a stretcher and placed him in ?.n airbulance which they 
had b-'Clced into the basement parking area from the Commerce 
Street ranp. }ie stated this was apotoxiuiately five 
minutas after hs had heard the gunshot. ~ 



BPIDESDOPJf advi.^(-d he continued his massaging 
during the trip to the hospv.^! and also used the oxygen 
cup re-suscit-ator xv’hich he placed ever OSWALD'S mouth and 
that approrrimately five blrcka from Parkland Hospital 
OSWALD started thrashing about and resisting his efforts 
of ioassaging and also attemnted to remove the resxiscitetcr 
from ovej: his mouth. He stated that he was accompanied cn 
this trip by Detective LEAVELLE who had been handcuffed 
to OSV.VLD and two ocher detectives, names unkno'.'/n , plus the 
ambulance driver and his assistt’ot. He stated the latter two 
were rl.'iing in the front, sect and the two detectives were 
ir. seat imraodiacely behind the front seat, and Detective 
LEAVELLE was sitting immediately to his left in the rear of 
Che ambulance. 






SEIBERDO?r stated he followed the amublance stretch 
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an-arlng the En’.'?rgency Roc'ct, also kncun as the Trauua E.oo.'>., 
OSt'l'-LD v;as removed to to the operating room. He stated this 
was the last time he saw OSW*\LD. 

BSISERDO^r advised that v.hile he was with CSVJALD 
in the jail lobby basement until he left^him in the Eavarger.cy 
Room of Parkland Hospital that OSVIALD failed to make any 
statements w’hatsoever, 

BZIBSRBORF stated he was not acquainted with JACC 
RtaY but that he had interviewed RUBY in the Dallas Police 
Jail on Sunday, November 24, 15’63, at about 4t00 or 5:00 p.m, 
tt v/hich time RUBY stated he had no complaints concerning 
any brute lity and chat rhe finger bruises on IiLs upper rrghc 
arm and a few bruises cn his right vrrist and forearm w*ere 
the result cf the scuffle in the basement when he v.-as 
apprehended. BSIBERDCrj’ stated he gave RUBY a physical 
e::aminalcn at this tir::e in order^to insure RUBY had not cone- 
any v;eapon on his person. 

DEZBEnDCvr advised that he dc_c not recall any doub 
s'-.’-r;ging doors separating him from the basement parking area 
CO the shoocing and that he has since viewed several 
mC ^> 0^1 ta> ps-^: or t s lao oting and he has been able to 
see in these tape.? his posit! .. v. the time of the shoosing 
frem the position cf the two television camera.a operating in 
the basement ci’r'cin.g area. He advised he has walked through 
this passage several times previoxis to November 24, 1963, 
but does not ever recall seeing any sv/inging doors and that 
if there v;ere doors betwaen him and the basement parking 
area at the time cf the shooting, they must have been wide 
open. ' 



EE3EED0Pr advised he has no idea how many people 
other then police offiers were in the basement area prior 
to the shooting and that he did not know any of these 
people. lie stated he has no kno'wledgc cf security ucar.v.rc.o 
that v.etTw in effect in the basement on November 24, 1963, 
other than the fact he wus asked to remove himself from the 
basement and he assumed only police officers and press 
.nan v.’erc allowed to remain, ile stated he docs not kno\; oi. 
any unauthoriaed persons permitted entrance to the basemout 
or any permitted to enter without showing identification. 
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BEI3ERD0RF stated he did not observe RUBY in the baseaent 
area prior to the shooting and that v;hen he observed 
RUBY lying on the jail lobby floor, it was the first tice 
he had ever seen RU3V and he does not have information 
concerning a relatiopship between RUBY and OSCvALD. 

Ke stated he was on duty in the basement this 
date as a First Aid attendant employed by the City Health 
C;.partmant and that his duties normally consisted of 
treating injured prisoners of the police department, 
BEIBZRBORF stated he is a senior medical student in ItLs 
forth year of study at the Southwestern Medical School 
and that he will graduate in June, 1963, and commence 
his intership. 
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
